The prices of the various 
kiinls of wihiI were given to nie l>y the 
iiiiiiorters 1 Messrs. Hatiendali! , aiid to 
tkem, in patt, I mm imlel.tcil for infor- 
mation as to the uses to which they are 
applied. 

No. 1. rvimer.. AvoY coiU tu mly-lit e crtttx 
ixt ptinu'l in rurrruri/ to import. As will 
1m.s..i ii l, v the sample, this product is of 
a brown color, and from two tosix. inches 
lonn. A part of it is coarse and hairy, 
with a undergrowth of thick, tine and 
soft wool, grown chiefly on the h\im)>* of 
the camels of »*>th species w hich produce 
it, and from which is shed annually 
These animals atxmnd in Turkey, Persia, 
Arabia, Kgypt and Harlotry, in a regi >n 
of country nearly tine thousand miles 
square. 

The nativea of these countries manufac- 
lre this wimiI into a variety of useful 
1 beautiful articles of clothing, and 
o into tents, car|>ets, Ac. American 
anufacturcrs apply it to similar uses, 
nd the French make lints of it. The 
unci has alsiunded in its congenial 
imate, at least from the time the patri- 
h Job had six hundred of tin m, to 
1 .1-. sent day. The low price of the 
upoited arti.-le shows its ahundan 
nil there is no prosjiect of diminished 
ipply. It is exjsirted chiefly from 
Smyrna, < '.mstantinople, Alexandria 
and Persia, and is largely consumed in 
mcriean manufactures. 
No. '1. Huxsinn, whttf Donakoi, unshed, 
enrpet wool, cost thirl;/ cut* in i/ohl In 
jinri. It derives its name from th< 
:y of ponskia, on the river lion, in 
Russia, whence I presume it is chiefly 
X|anrted. It is a coarse, rough, whitt 
material, from four to six inches long^ 
bowing Isithwool and hair, produced 
unimproved variety of sheep 
rom the Inxlies of which, 1 infer, it i 
lie.l annually, as the cuticle of th 
animal is plaiiily jierceptilile in it. It is 
adapted chiefly to the manufacture 

nirse carpets and saddle blankets, and 
w lijle so much of it is imported, that it 
ppears in the monthly wool quotations, 
might lie produced* l>y our native « 
miimn sheep at home, and in unlim- 
ited a— ntitkai. 

Nos. ^, 4, I and (J arcu-hiie, pray, brown 
nnil hlnrk alpaca trool: enxt one dollar 
>cr pound ni ijold M import. This wool 
s of various'colors; is from six to eight 
inches long; is soft, fine, silky and lus- 
rons, and liangs from the sides and up- 
icr part of the bodies ol tho animals 
urlcd meshes. The animal which 
>rodiiccs it, and which gives it its name, 
s one of the seven varieties of tlio camel 
family, hut it has no hump; and, though 
much" smaller than some of the other 
species, it is still much larger than any 
..tlier sjiecies of sheep or goats. It in- 
habits the Andes mountains in South 
America, iust below the Hue of perpetual 
snow, existing in Inith 11 wild and do- 
mesticated state, but lias not lieen do- 
mesticated in any other country. The 
wool is shorn from the animals at irreg- 
ular intervals, of one or two years, and 
tho fleeces weigh from ten to twelve 
isiiinds. 

Thev are said to lie annually decreas- 
ing iii number, with the probability of 
becoming extinct at no very distant day. 
The natives who raise them d<> not manu- 
lacture their wool to any great extent, 
but use them also aa beasts of burden. 
Aliout two million pounds of their wool 
is exported annually, chiefly from Peru, 
and mostly to Ktigland, while France 
and the United States also import and

Turkey mohair Is exported chiefly 
from the parts of Smyrna and Aleppo 
on the Archipelago, and is produced 
chicflv in tho province of Natolia, in Asia 
Minor. .Yngora is the chief citv • .f Na- 
tolia. and probably gives name to this 
varietv of goats, the manufacuir. 1 
their wool into shawls, dross goods, Ac, 
■ivinu chief omplovmont to the sixty 
or eighty thousand inhabitants of that 
oriental citv. At Paisley, in Scotland, 
Lyons, in France, and 1 trail ford, in Kng- 
la'nd, are the chief Kuropean manufac- 
tories ..I this product, all of which are 
making vast wealth out of it, and seek 
lo monopolize it : and it is rare to see any 
well-dressed ladv or gentleman, even 111 
this country, without more or lessofthm 
material in their apparel, and it is gen- 
erally <>f the most elegant, costly and 
durable character, 

1 iwing mainly to political disturbances, 
the Introduction of the manufacture of 
this material has l>oen slow in tho I nited 
States. Tho wool-ls?aring goal was im- 
ported from Turkey by Mr. James H. 
llavis, of South Carolina, in the year 
lsl'.i, since which time they have 
lieen gradually increased, and spread 
ovei the whole country, until prob- 
al.ly fifty thousand pounds of their 
wool is uow annually produced, and 
ii licu'ins to show itself in the wool 
markets of the Kast. In tho monthly 
circular, for June or this year, of the 
Messrs. llauciidahl A Co., they use this 
oneoin-aKiiig language: "Mohair has at- 
iraeied more attention, and some recent 
sales of domestic grown parcels were ef- 
fected at prices varying from seventy-five 
LAW BOOKS cents to one dollar and a quarter per 
pound.

the same city, while oilier lots, which

at much higher prices. 

These gentlemen inform me that mo- 
hair is chiefly used in tho I nited States, 
•in the manufacture of ladies' stockings 
Ii i« also extensively used for DM 
goods, laces, Ac, and lately beautiful

tshmere gnats must, therefore. Tie 
d to all the uses of the imported 

mohair, or goat's wool." 
Uoats wero regarded by the ancient 
Israelites as clean beasts, and were.there- 
fore, consecrated to sacrifice, and were 

regarded as choice food. Certainly ever 
and probably long liefore, Moses 
had Meal S35 yards of cloth of "goats' 
made for the vail of the tals?rnacle, 
the wool-liearing goat has been exten- 
aively known anil awed, both for food 
and rainnieut, bv the Asiatic people; 
and tliev still greatly aboflnd in many of 
tho countries of that quarter of th 
glolic, 
much 
try. 

As Mr. Havis was our Consul to Tur- 
key when he ex]>orted them, and as 
Smyrna was their port of debarkation, 
it is probable that he availed himself of 
the advantages of his official position to 
secure the tine variety known as .Inborn 
goats, from the province in Turkey be- 
fore alluded to. The Thibet goat, pro- 
duced in the country of that name in 
Central Asia, is another aud most valua- 
ble variety of the wisil-liearing animals. 
I. u_- ' quantities of wool of this goat arc 
iinporti'd into Cashmere, an adjacent 
province, the natives of which manufac- 
ture therefrom those most beautiful, 
dttralile and i-ostlv shawls which have 
long drought wealth and celebrity to 
that little interior country, from all na- 
tions of the civilized world. 

As all of our woo!-l>earing goats in the 
l imed .suites have MM imtxirtod from 
ports in the Archipelago, it is doubtful if 
the true Thibet goat has yet been intro- 
duced here; and it may yet remain to 
some of your useful and honorable club 
to shed upon this country the blessings, 
and u|sin yourselves the lasting honor, 
of belfry the lirst to import these invalu- 
able animals. 

It has already lieen demonstrated 1>> 
numerous experiments, conclusively, 
and plainly, that the wonl-laaaring gnat 
Is ill all portions of the Cnited States 
perfectly healthy, hardy and proline, 
and that they eun be subsisted much 
hcapcr than MfMjp bM Ib>| and consid- 
ering tho far greater \aluo of their wool, 
their tallow, their leather, and their 
pelts, thev are tar more profitable than 
beep of 'any breed. Considering als.. 
their more p"rolili<- character, and then 
immunity from the depredations of dogs, 
thev must rapidly become one of the 
great stocks, aud their wool one of the 
most valuable products of our whole 
country, and tho varied and almost in- 
finite manufacture of it. one of the great- 
est and most lucrative industries of our 
manufacturing world. 

And why, gentlemeiij may not the 
great, young manufacturing city in your 
midst become one of the piorioers, and at 
length tho chief locality of this opening 
industry? Her turnpikes and railroads 
radiating in every direction; her long 
and beautiful river, flowing by Um boro- 
ersof a thousand towns and cities; her 
geographical |s,sition, in the ••enter of a 
vast population of unsurpassed wealth, 
intelligence and refmemcut; and Mfrva 
all her peculiar and unlimited water 
power soon to be developed, all combine 
to give to her manufacturing and com- 
mercial advantages which other cities 
mav fin v, but w hich none can equal. 

If the iittle city of Cashmere, w ith its 
population of only one hundred and fifty 
thousand inhabitants, located on the 
short l.ut broad river Chelum, built in a 
valley of less than ninety miles BTASUure, 
and walled in on all sides by high and in- 
hospitable mountains; situated in Cen- 
tral Asia, with neither railroads nor large 
navigable rivers to connect her with the 
mercantile world; with no power but the 
brawnv amis an d skillful lingers of her 
people, plying their sixteen thousand 
looms in the manufacture of cashmere 
shawls; if, with all of those disadvant- 
ages, she can make the whole eiyili/. d 
world pay tribute of wealth and a.ltniia 
tion to hor, what may not Louisville ac 
complish with hor unlimited water and 
steam power, her infinite labor-saving 
inventions, hor extensive river and rail 
road connect ions; in a valley of vast di 
iiionsions, and of varied wealth and 
binntj, isnindcd only by the rVllegM 
nies on one side, and the Kooky Monti 
tains on the ptker< 

While .hi/taring field of industry and 
of wealth lies so temptingly bfrfbn us in 
the future, as stock-growers and pro- 
ducers of the raw material, and la-fore 
othors,as the future maiitlfact urors of our 
luct, and while both wo and they 

' noyv take, prudently and properly, 
initiatory tMM by which to occupy it 
hereafter, perhaps other and more 
familiar dut ies should occupy us at the 
present. Though it can Ik- easily shown 
that both the production and tho manu- 
facture ot goat s wool is far more profita- 
ble than that of sheep's wool of any va- 
rietv. vet certainly, until the wool-bear- 
ing goats can lie vastly increased in num- 
ber in the Cnltad States, the production 
and manufacture of sheep's wool must 
bo continued, and it is by no means con- 
templated or desired that either shall 
ever be decreased, for the wants of the 
. ivilized world will always require all of 
both which can I* produced, in all time 
1 come, as in all time past. • 
Tho pe.-uli.ir circumstances of almost 
all countries have prompted the produc- 
tion of some peculiar variety of sheep 
adapted to their respective capacities of 
production, and to the wants of the pop- 
ulation. Spain has her Merinos, (Jer- 
manv her Saxons, England hor Bake- 
wells, Cotswolds andjier Southdowns; 
Scotland her Chevots, and the Cnited 
States has— vainlv endeavored to adopt 
soino one of these Imported varieties for 
her own peculiar use and production, 
instead of— like these countries— making 
one for herself. It is not strange, there- 
fore, that none of these valuable breeds 
have fullv met all the requirements and 
uses of sheep in this country, and that 
none have answered the public expecta- 
tions for wool and for mutton, for last- 
ing and practical purposes, though each 
and all of them have been produced at 
some time, and, under souio circum- 
stances, with considerable success. 

Need I apologize to you, gentlemen, 
for attempting this difficult task, since 
others, in other countries at least, have 
not found it impossible? 

For over thirty-five years I have per- 
sistently endeavored to produce a new 
variety of sheep, which shall meet all of 
mv requirements and be most valuable 
to "me for meat and for wool, and be best 
adapted to all the circumstances which 
surround me. I have resorted at some 
time to the different imiHirted breeds al- 
luded to. using them according to my 
best judgment, so as to impart some 
valuable feature cither to the constitu- 
tion, the carcass, or the fleece. If I did 
not now think them more valuable!. 
me under mv circumstances, than any 
of the pure iiiiiiorted breeds, I would not 
have them longer; and if I did not think 
that they would prove so also toother 
persons " in like situations to myself, 
throughout our vast Mississippi valley 
at least, I would not offer them to the 
public. Thev arc already widely and 
favorably known as " improved Ken- 
tucky" "sheep, and the history of their 
breeding has been given, in . . tail, 
in the Cnited States Agricultural Ke- 
isirt for lsritt. A lot of them was 
exhibited at the fair of the Kentucky 
State Agricultural Society when it 
w:is held at Paris in lsVi.and another lot 
at the fair of the Cnited States Agricul- 
tural Society when it was held lit I ouis- 
ville In lc-">7, at each of w inch a special 
remiuiu was awarded to them. Mr. S. 
Hrownoll, an experienced and exten- 
sive manufacturer of your city, has pur- 
chased of me the wool of these sheep, 
and has laorne testimony to the superior 
qualities. I claim that while it has the 
length, strength, and luster of other 
combing wool, it has also more fineness 
and softness, which make it more de- 
sirable than other wool for many pur- 
poses.

Nearly sll of our Presi- 
ileuts have lieen old" men when elected. 
Their ago-, varv between sixty and sev- 
enty y ears. Indeed the franiers of the 
i .institution guarded the approach t.. the 
Presidential Mansion ot the youth 
of the country by a provision 
that no person could hold the offii-e un- 
til he was thirty-flve years old. but they 
made no provision at the other end of 
; He's s-ring, allowing the people to elect 
men at eighty or ninety years, if they de- 
sired. They evidently acted upon the 
belief that it Is from young anil ambi- 
tious men that the danger to a Kepubli- 
can form of i iovernment arises, and that 
to lessen that danger it is better to sacri- 1 
tice that much of the youthful vigor and 
energies that otherwise might t>e imparl- 
ed to tho administration. 

i.etieral Pierce was l*>rn in Ilillslioro, 
New Hampshire, on the 23d of Novem- 
ber, lSOl; in |s_1i he was a student at 
Boadotn College, Maine. After graduat- 
ing, he studied law in the offlce of Levi 
Woodbury, who was for many years an 
eminent judge of the I'nited States Su- 
pronte Court, having been previously 
Sc-rotary of the Treasury under Martin 
Van Buren. In 1H29 Oen. Pierce com- 
menced his political career by accepting 
the office of member of the Legislature 
from his native town. He was three 
times re-elected, and during his last two 
years' services was S|*°aker of the House.
